Htitut'iiigimotbcr. On the samenioniiiijir 
tho Govornineut organ had lUi articio 
iu which the same iucident.s wore 
, depicted in language certainly not less 
•drastic' than onr own, and in wliii li 
the attention of tbo Govonnnent was 
called to the state of aflairs. Two 
days later, it turned round and fell to 
abusing us for concocting falselioods 
and libeling peaceable communities in 
order to make a point against the G ov- 
, fernment; and ever since, both editor- 
■ ially and under the guise of "Corros- 
"poudeucc," it has been laboring- to 
convict this journal of •'infamous dis- 
regard of truth," "traducing" orderly 
communities, and tho IUm. If any have 
"doubts as to the correctness of these 
statements, •we would refer them to 
the two papers of the r)th inst., and 
they can compare the two articles for 
themselves. Surely such disropiduljlo 
liggliug can neither forward tho inter- 
ests of tho country nor i)rop up tho 
waning populaa-ity of a tottering ad- 
ministration. But it's just o: a piece 
■with tho attempt of the organ to niakc 
tho public believe that something like 
two-fiftha of this year's rovemio went 
to cover last years expenditure; wliore- 
aa thfa truth is, a very large amount of 
lastyear's revenue has been available 
fox tliis year's expenditure. 

Dominion Parliament- 

HonsB OF CoMMOHS, March 2G. 
The time for presenting petitions for 
Private Bills ^vas extended to April tlio 
16th. 

Mr. Carling presented a petition in fa- 
vour of the construction of the Canada 
and Detroit Rirer liaihvay Bridgo, aud 
the Great Western aud Lake Ontario 
Shore Junction Kaihvay Company. 

Mr. Domville brought in a bill to in- 
corporate the Warehousing Company of 
the Dominion of Canada, •which -was read 
a first time. 

M. Blanchot asked whether the Govorn- 
mont intended to cause Canada to bo rc- 
presentod at the Vienna Exhibition. 

Mr. Pope replied that Canada would bo 
represented by Imperial Commissioners. 
The Government hud not yet decided to 
have any other roprosontativo. 

Sir. John Macdonald— I'orhaps tho lion 
gentleman -will not apply the rulew of the 
Houso too strictly to allow of my making 
a personal explanation. I observed in 
tho Toronto Globe of Friday, the iilst 
March, a letter from a, London corrospon- 
dent of that paper, from -which I -vvillroad 
an extract whicii affects mypclf. The cor- 
respondent states a conversation which 
he alleged to have been hud with ^^r. 
Potter, President of tho Grand Trunk 
Haihvav. The passage is thns: — 

"Politicians to ha shaken off. I then 
referred to tho universal complaint in Ca- 
nada tiiat tho road was too closely alli(?d 
with politicians and their manuMivros. 
Nothing could be more explicit than Mr. 
Potter's remarks in answer. Ho seemed 
to feel the force of the allegation, and 
without tbo slightest attempt to beat 
around tho bush, ho good-naturedly said, 
'I can assure you I am most determined 
that politics shall not in any way inteforo 
\Tith tho legitunato business of tho road, 
lam aware that has been made a ground 
of complaint, and during my recent visit 
to Canada I was repeatedly pressed to use 
our influenco in diftoront elections. 1 had 
pressing tolograms from Joini A. and 
Hincks during my journey, hut X paid 
net the slightest attention to them. 1 
dara say -we may have influoucod oight or 
nine constituoncicB; but I care not wliat 
Govarnment is in power, I am resolved 
that no political party shall use the Grand 
Trunk Kadway as a machine to influence 
oloctions, or iu any way divert tho att(!n- 
tion of its orticera from their legitimate 
duties to serve politicians.' " 

Well, Mr. Speaker, I have only to say 
as regards myself, that 1 did not see Mr.

Meachani, Dr. Thomas and Sir. Diar, and 
Uiddle and his squaw for iiiter])reters,iind 
started for tho place appointed. The par- 
ty arrived at the appointed . place, and 
were closely watched by the signal officer, 
liieut. Jones, from tho signal stdtio'n, on 
tho hill overlooking our camp. About 
half an hour.ofter the party had arrived, 
a cry from tho signal station was heanl 
.saying that the Indians had attucked tho 
peace eoiiiniissioneia, and that an engago- 
ment had coinnieiiced lictween tho Indians 
and commissioners. In a moment the 
troops wore under arms, and dopioyod as 
skirmishers under tho command of" Colo- 
nel (.Treeu. and orders were given to dou- 
ble (juick. Very shortly after ?ilr. Diar 
returned and told ns that tho Indians had 
attacked theiii, and that ho thought that 
ho was tho onl C one who had escaped, 
but in a few iiionients after Biddlo and 
his squaw were seen within the picket 
line from the hill. 

W'q gather the following account of 
how the massacre commenced : Meacham 
maile a short siieech to tlio Indians, fol- 
lowed by Gen. tJanby, and then Dr. 
Thomas; then Captain .Tack made a speech 
askinfi for Hot Creek and Cottonwood, 
tlio places now occupied by l''airchild ami 
Dorris, for a reservation. Mr. Meacham 
tohl Jack that it was not possible to 
r.ive him what hensk.r,l. Schonchin told 
Meacham to say no more about it. He, 
( Meacham ) Inii 1 Siiidenougli upon this 
subject, and wliile Schonchin was talking 
Capt. Jack got up and walk(>d behind the 
other-, and turned his back, and exclaim- 
ed "all ready, draw pistols," and snapped 
a cap at Gen. Canby ; he cojked his pistol 
again and fired —General Canhy fell dead, 
sliot under the right eye. Schouehin then 
shot Meacham in the shoulder ai;:! he,T.il, 
but he is still aiive. .Boston Charlov and 
another Indian shot and killed" J)r. 
Thomas. Hooka Jim followed Diar for 
some distance, but Diar turneil upon him 
with pistol in hand, and Hooka Jim ran. 
An Indian knocked Riddle's sqiiaw down, 
and then took her horso^.blit C'lqitain .lack 
made him return it, and then another 
ludian came uj) and shot at him. 

The troops aro now about a mile in tho 
lava bed, lying on their arms, and will 
probably advance to-night uuder cover 
of dm kness. There are about six hun- 
ili tnl troojis which can be brought into 
active service. They will probably end 
the Modoc war. Meacham is not expeoted 
hi survive.
